Dean Issues 
Rules For 
Fraternities 

Cannot Pledge 
Until End Of 
First Quarter 

Mens social fraternities on the 
University campus are now gov- 
erned by new regulations which 
were issued from the Dean of Men's 
office in July. 

The regulations for the operation 
and control of the fraternities are 
as follows: 

No fraternity will be allowed to 
operate in any capacity until all 
current debts have been paid. 

All fraternities must . have a 
housemother living in a room pro- 
vided for her In the house. She 
must be approved by the Dean of 
Men. She shall inspect all the rooms 
and halls in the house daily and 
see that they are kept clean and !n 
good order. The Dean of Men or 
his representative will also make 
frequent Inspections of all fraternity 
houses. 

Committee Appointed 

The President of the University 
will appoint a small administrative 
committee to cooperate with the 
Dean of Men in the control and 
management of fraternities. All 
chapters must have the approval of 
the committee in buying, building, 
or renting houses. This committee 
will decide what improvements, if 
any, must be made and what equip- 
ment must be installed in all 
houses leased or owned to make 
them habitable. 

This committee will decide the 
extent of the operation of eac't 
chapter, whether to operate a house 
with or without meals or to con- 
duct a chapter without either. The 
committee will also decide how 
many man may be accommodated 
under each of the operations named 
above. It is understood that any 
permission given to operate may be 
modified or terminated at any time 
if the condition of th 
mands it.

Scarcely a month ago an official 
report told of the death on July 
12 of First Lieut. Harold E. Winn. 
25. a UK graduate in '43. 

Within a few weeks time, two 
former students, who had attended 
rlatiaa together, who had worked 
together on the staff of the Ken- 
tucky Kernel, lost their lives in 
France.

Dr. Donovan Asks 
University Board 
For New Dorms 

Pointing out that the University 
is able to house less than 20 per 
cent of its normal enrollment. Pres- 
ident H. L. Donovan has asked the 
board of trustees to proceed at once 
with plans to build a large residence 
hall for women and one for men 
on the campus. 

"Probably no state university In 
the United States has as little dor- 
mitory space as the University of 
Kentucky." Donovan 
quarterly report to the 
week. 

Outlining In detail the building 
needs. Dr Donovan told the trustees 
that during the entire history of 
seventy-nine years, less than 
$1,650,000 had been appropriated 
by the General Assembly for the 
construction of University buildings 

The president termed as "neces- 
sities" the need of several build- 
ings, including a fine arts center. 
College of Commerce building, mu- 
seum, journalism building, library 
annex, hospital and dispensary and 
a dairy barn. He also said addition 
al classroom 
was needed.

According to present plans uf the 
committee, no blanket credit for 
military service will be given by 
the University. In line witli thought 
in the larger schools In the coun- 
try, the committee lias recom- 
mended acceptance of credits 
earned by veterans at regularly uc- 
credited schools while taking 
courses sponsored by Uie armed ser- 
vices. However, all courses taken 
by correspondence uirough the 
Armed Forces Institute and train- 
ing in strictly military schools will 
be subject to review by the Univer- 
sity faculty before credit is granted. 

A student who feels that he has 
had a specified course will be 
granted credit if he can pass u 
special examination. 

In addition to these decisions, the 
recommendation that the Univer- 
sity establish an infirmary to meet 
the needs of the students will be 
included in the report. 

The completed report will be re- 
viewed by the faculty which Ui 
turn will recommend to the presi- 
dent and the board of trustees such 
action as it considers advisable

— Dr J Huntley Dupre. profeasor 
of history at the University for five 
years, is now serving as executive 
secretary with the World Student 
Service in New York City. 

Dr. Dupre submitted his resigna- 
tion to University officials in August 
to accept his present position.

It wasn't a joke— for these two 
women, and eight others, are study- 
ing engineering very seriously in 
Kentucky's big engineering labs. 
C-J Lexington editor Joe Reister 
found their skill and efficiency at 
engine and materials testing, the 
only two experiments he watched, 
equal to a man's. The University's 
$250,000 aeronautical testing lab- 
oratory in which research projects 
for the Army are being conducted, 
is open to the women students. 

While working in the aeronauti- 
cal research laboratory these wom- 
en perform the same tasks as men 
in the department The specific 
B-24 Liberator engine shown in the 
photo is one of two sent to the Uni- 
versity's lab for use in a special 
motor fuel research project. 

Not all of the women hope for 
aeronautical engineering careers, 
however. They are scattered in 
every phase of the work The op- 
portunities for careers are bound- 
less today and promise to continue 
so in the post-war years. Recogni-
